DEA ‘3 
and CONFUSION 


Socdalists have often mentioned tnoat Socialism is one of the most abused words in 
the lancuage. Tne average person knows what a worthless or terrible thing Social= 
ign is. He got this knowledge from tha daily press which got it from its employ- 
er or fashioned it to please its employer who also, fingering purse strings, gets 
a favorable hearing from the institutes of higher loarning. 


But Socialism is not the only subject misrepresented. The employer has a goodly 
assortment of views that are given respectful publicity. The worth of an idea is 
not always tne evidence and logic behind it; the amount of money behind <t can be 
nore important and a wrong idea, even an abominable one, given the trimmings that 
money can buy, can be made to look like the deepest profundity. 


So we are given thoughts on prices, wages, ctrixes and some otcer subjects that 
are largoly nonsense but are dressed learnedly and attractively by high-paid vwri- 
ters and educators wnose job is to make money and who kmow that it can best be 
made by pleasing piutocrats. 


It hardiy needs mentioning that plutacrats do not spread wrong ideas just to be- 
wilder otnere. They are not bad peop.e. They go to church on Sundays and sub=- 
scribs to the zolden rule, the Readers' Uigest and tae leading cnarities, and it 
can sure:y not be argued tnat society would be vetter served by their removal fr- 
en its back. They are the mainstay of civilization and it is just unfortunate 
trat the facts of the modern world have to bs dressed to protect and preserve 
this fundamental situation. Eigh wages are bad because they force prices up and 
ourtail the market. Strikés are bad because tney keep goods from reaching peo- 
pla. High prices ars not in themselves bad (they are so only when caused by high 
wages), for the investor must receive a return on bis investment. These thoughts 
are all fFlausible, wrong and widely nald, tueir widespread acceptance made poss- 
ible by the skills of the word-factories. 


Look too at biblical edict. The commandment, Thou shalt not steal, was not in- 
tended to mean that a small part of society mst not take possession of the ear- 
th; it clearly means that ths rest of socisty mst not take any of it back. Sin- 
{larly, the commandmsant, Thou shalt not kill, doesn't mean that we must not in- 
dulge in regular butcheries; it means only that we must not kill except as offic- 
dally prescribed. 


Which brings up the subjact of peece. Around the earth at any given moment can 
usually be found large numbers of people protesting against the war going on over 
here or the one going on over tiere. Sometimes all the wars are opposed and some- 
times one 1s opposed ard anotnuer approved. Some folks regarded tne Russian in- 
vasion of Hungary as liberating and laudable; otners tnougnt it was brutal snd en- 
slaving. Some thougnt ti:e Britisn action in Cyprus and toe French action in Al- 
geria were imperialistic and irbuman; otaers praised both nations for their re- 
straint in dirficult circunstences. To Egypt and Israel were attributed motives 

va mercenary and altruistic in their six day war and each nation was supported 
by antugonistic advocates of veace. A lot of people condemn mightily American 
inte-vention in Viet Nam; others think the peace of the world depends on tne succ=- 
ess of American arms. 


it is all very confusing. Freedom is sought from nations devoted to fresdoa. 
Liberty ig sought from liberators. Peace is implored from the stoutest pro-

Most neople favor peace. But having saii this we start looking around and rn 
into trouble. Peace comes in different packages and affects people in d‘!ffernet 
ways. Industrial peace is one of these packages anc it means a nlacid accantanc 
9° existing living stanja~ds, perhaps even a lowering of these standards; tae neag 
for such peace being solidly and convincingly stated by the ever-present, ever- 
loyal word jugglers mentionec earlier. 3ut words, however magnificent, can't fil) 
empty ballies and somewhere along tae line tne peace vreservea hy the former givas 
way to tne pressures brougrt on hy the iatter and the conception of peace bscomas 
irrationaily associated with well stuffed interiors. The situation is then expl- 
osive rsther tnan harmonious and the traditional and time honored attitude to 
meace becomes of necessity augmented by toe use of tear gas and police clubs. 


Andtaer of the packages peace cnnes in is tie one called domestic peacs. dan 
“wo young c~aonle become married they have in most cases thought of eaci otner's 
linitaticns ani decided that tiese can +2 corr2cted or toierated, ard wisn the 
yong husband makes an ass of himself at a narty or tne young wife puts cenant in 
the hannocks, domestic tranquility is not disturbed in a serious way. But every- 
one has neard tne old sayine, When poverty comes in the door love goes out tne 
wincow, Statistics show that more domestic strife comes from this direction tan 
from any othar, and while family courts and marriage councillers do much to fur- 
thar the fiction tnat domestic troubles need on)y good advice, the relationship 
between tais problem and tne one just mentioned brings to the fore attention to 
tne sovious if indirect infiuence of tae policeman's club. 


A further peace package tast may be worth considering is the peace that passeth 
all understanding, but this properly belongs in the domain of thea clergy which 
specializes in matters that passeth all understanding. 


Wuat psople are usually thinking of when tney think of peaca is the interval ex- 
isting between armed international conflicts. U.S. and Russian troops are not 
precently killing each other; they are at peace. Germany and Britain are 3imil- 
urly at peace, as also are other countries. Sometimes however the lins between 
War and reace is not easily drawn. The U.f. and Nortu Vietnam are not at war, 
but their actions do not nrove it. Israel and 2gypt are not at war, but each 
believes tne other doesn't believe it. Taen comes Cnina's development of the 
ato bomb, proudly hailed by its leaders as an outstanding contribution to world 
peace, this accompanied and followed by showers of invective aimed at toe Moscow 
and Washington warmongers. 


Peace amone nations is as elusive as lamps among iions. Tne modern world is made 
up of large nations anxious to ratain their dimensions, smaller nations that would 
be hapny to nibble at tae larze ones, and gobbled-up areas struggling for "nat- 
ional liberation". The large nations, though looking at each ctner suspiciously, 
know no reason for war and wish only to be lert alone with their fat, although 
they are often ready to bring order and democracy to a troublesome little up- 
start when necessary, without mention of mundane interest. Britain and France 
Cisgorged the two largest world empires out of the goodness of their hearts, 4 
sentiment approved, encouraged and admired by powerful newcomers who viewed the 
resulting gravy pot not with encessive distaste. 


Protestors against war always nave one failing in conmon: they protest witbout 
knowledge of tne nature and complexities of the modern world. Dp they favor thé 
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Peace and Confugsi (con tinmuad )

{it his personal painkiller. And in tae process is victimized by a political pt- 
on as oid as civilization.

Tae gap between the "aves" and the "have-no.s" remained and even 
widened, and the ec-cnomy we ‘savad" only oy tia outtreak cf war. This war basis 
nas continuec thscugi.: ie ensuing "peace" years. 


consider also two outstanding reforms of the past few vears: The “Alianza par 
Progreso", and the “War on Feve;ty". ‘the former is row dying of ipanition, and 
tne latter never succeeded in vetting off the sround 


The alliance for Progress was undertaven to ur ijerwrite tne "Good Neighbor Policy", 
to fasten Latin America to the c:ariot of United States Imperialism, so that the 
countries to be "h» ped" might bocom2 suppliers of raw materials, and sources of 
capital accumulation. The denizens of the slums of Peru, Guatamala, S3racil, ste., 
still wallow in their unrelieved poverty, and any great protest on their part is 
taken care of by dictatorial rulers, aided and abetted by the C.I.A. and the Green 
Berets. Meantime here at home the increasing poverty and hopelessness of the ghe- 
ttos of all our large cities gives the lie to the "Great Society" and its “War on 
Poverty". And that great reform which one writer says "is daintily referred to 
as Urban Renewal" does not even begin to touch the fringe of the inhabitants, yet 
Capitalism cannot reform it. It may, however, destroy it, for the introduction 
of more sopnisticated weaponry and a National Guard specially trained in "riot 
control" is now suggested as the answer, an increasing voiced response to the cha- 
os and disorders of toe moment. This now seems to be the only rasponse of the 
selfish egotism of a ruling clique. 


A half century of reforms, which do not reform, leaves this society more affluent 
in the upper levels and more poverty stricken in the lower. The fewer rich be- 
come richer and the increasing many poorer. Despite crowth in the Gross National 


Product, despite an apparent rise in the general standard of living for some, the 
gay remains and widegs. 


While Socialists conclude that Capitalism cannot be genuinely reformed in the in- 
terest of the whole of society, Socialists conclude also that it can be superseded 
by a better, higher, social order. It is to this end - that of changing the world 
- we direct our efforts.

It once was asked of this writer at a public neeting: "How would you Socialists 
suggest, right now, organizing production". To which I replied, "PRODUSTION ia 
already organized - there is no problem in that area. There is no anarchy in pro- 
auction today; Anarchy appears when toe products rsach the market. So production, 
we suggest, would be carried on as it is now BUT “ITH 1H® OTHIR FELLOW, THE CAP- 
ITALIST OWER, OVT OF THE PICTURS. But tnere being no problem in production - 
only in distribution - these important changes would occur: 


(1) Distribution of goods and services instead of sxchange; thus "use" 
instead of “profit." 


(2) Administration of THINGS instead of Government of P=OPLE. 
(3) A complete social body; not one divided into Rulers and Ruled. 


(4) An entire economy administered damocratically in the interest of the 
entire community. 


In closing ve:nit tnis observation: Any socialist with a correct reading of Marx 
ant knowledga gained from nis own ressarcaes into alstory kmows tnat societias 
nave passec trrough various periods, witn different social formulations, but ever 
possessing rulers and ruled, until today manxind faces another "Sternal Order", 
canitalism. This present order, despite its crueitiss and oppressions represented 
social advance ani in its early stagas, ccmparal % its antecedents, was "liberal® 
and "progressive". It is no more "Sternai" than reudalism, or Coattel Slavery. 
Its increasing and continual crises indicate its time of dissolution; as it was 
with previous sccial orders: "Where wealth eccumulates and men decay.* 


Growing affluence above among the few; abysmal poverty below the lot of the many. 
maos abounds and confusion reigns; crime in tao streets and warfare abroad. These 
and one thousand and one other distressing items are featured daily in the news 
media and presently exsrcise more and more minds in tha poplace. 


Tne politicians cry "Reform", "Law and Order", atc., atc., and the pity is that 
So many are thereby fooled. 


shen Socialists say capitalism cannot be reformed in the interests of tue majority 
but it can be abolished we speak the language of History. Socialists have learned 
from a study of History that no Society ever sets itself the task of dealing with 
any situation or problem without that Society having first developed the necessary 
and sufficisnt conditions - or at least perceived thoss conditions in process of 
emergence. Nor can any society be dissolved and replaced by a higher one until it 
has developed all those forces requisite for its replacement. These forces are 
now abundantly evident. 


Sver more apparent is tne high technological perfection in modern society - auto- 
mation, wnich does not come about automatically (it is often restrainsd because 


of the influence of various vested interests). 


Also seen is a productive apparatus capable of producing more than a sufficienoy 
for all. The age long problam facing man - PRODUCTION - has been solved. Pov- 


erty, cheos, war and social strife can be eliminated by doing away with tne root

uuring Autust 1949, two superstition governed culturas cams ints collision on Box- 
gainville Island. Her2 avhsistance farminz is the mode of life for tue islanders-- 
a step, maybe, away from tribsl comminism but still a lone way from commodity pro- 
duction. Copper minine ventnres cy Sonzinc Ristinto on tne islands increasingly 
tends towards tne separation of the natives from their traditional wnion with the- 
ir means of lifs, ms*t result in i:cstening their conversion from primitive tribal 
communism t> the international powition of landless wage lahcrers. In snort, we 
are witnessing a piece of our own ysa3t oistory whareby throuvh a "series of bis- 
torical processes" our lahorinz aicestors becane separated from the land and ins- 
trumsnts of production and wors oblicad to become wage slaves to those who ow 
the means of life as private or ver3zonal ~roperty. 


Tne natives, more than likely are less naive taoan were their ancestors--after all 
something of the 290-300 years of recent world development -- and particularly 

Australian and Pacific Ocean history, must have rubbed off on tnem -- increasing 
toeir awareness. ‘Thay seem surprisingly sophisticated as to the probable outcome 
of the modern mining invasion. Says one native: "We can't sell our land; it is

Nowhere, either from the pulpit, press, government or company spokesmen is it 
made clear that this is an ewer recurring thems. 

daily report on this subject we would get the idea that the conflict is due to a 
misunderstanding and that there is no historical precedence to this bitter clash 
of interests. That it is a tragically recurring theme and that there is plenty 
of precedence is supplied by Daisy Bates in her book, The Passing of the Aborig- 
ine. She was of Irish origin, worked as a Fleet St. journalist for the "Review 
of Reviews" during the 1890s. This remarkable woman in her role as journalist 
came to Australia to investigate allegations of cruelty to West Australian aborig- 


ines. She was to spend a lifetime living among these people snd on their terns 
almost. It is true that mech of this data is related to now extinct native tri- 
be. 


It 1s equally true that much of it is clearly prophetic as a warning to 


other native peoples about to tread the road to extinction, especially rsavelant 
at this time to the Bougainville Islanders. 


Daisy Bates writes: "When Captain Sterling landed on tha West Australian coast 
in 1829 he computed the aboriginal population of the metropolitan area to be 1,50

amung the propaganda used te alucredit the Bougainville Islanders was the bit thut 
they wors a “primitive superstitisus backward race of people" who actually love 

and revars their lend (something we are invited to do with land from which we long 
have peen alienated). And witb Churchillian pugnacity these natives are prepared 
to defend it with tneir lives and to fight to repel toe invaders amd to "never, 
never surrender." (Shurenil., of these people, sbould be might proud). So the 
Nght was on and extra police were flown in anid were iined up wearing tear gas 
marks and carrying betona and salelds, then they "Fired tear gas and baton charged" 
the villagers in orde™ to clear away the opposition to Consino Rotinto taxing 


over "their" land and literal:y bulldozing the Bougainville Isianders into extino- 
tion.

Says tae anliga® 
ened but aqually superstition-rédden codern capitalist to tis uncritical working 
Class: "Ne must protsot the Holy Cod of Trade fror the unscrumious foreignera.* 
Anc this he dees, clss according to toe bslist's and prevailing customs, by nobil- 
ising the natior ana s"lecting the best ind fittest of its working class youth 

for intensive drilling and training; eventualiy shipplog thesz off to international 
wars: During this cantury twice within one gereration. ‘ue gaps between these 
major world ware are fillsd with lesser wars, all of waich are directed at appeas- 
ing the Trade and Profit Gods. 


It is true that the wage worker of average nentality has soakem off muah of the 
superstitious view of nature and its forces. Nore-the-less tue modem vorker is

Witnout its benign (?) smile, nothing can be undertaken, no- 
thing accomplisned. #aile modern man Las no superstitions regeriing the nature 
of storms, shafts of ligntening, fires, earthquakes, floods, or things related to 
physics or biology, ne is fearfully servile to date regarding the products of his 


own labor i.e. tne matsrial wealtn together witn its intangible subtle property 
of being an exchange value. 


Yor the Bouganville Islanders we are sure toat their mode of life, tribal insti- 
tutions customs religions etc. cannct continue unciianging in a cnanging world. 
Within their superstitions eto. ase evolutisnary clues valuable and of common in- 
terest to all of mankind. ‘These may even now be in the process of excnange for 
modern superstitions. But as the primitive must go in order to advance the best 
intsrest of menkind, so much the modern superstitions also give way in order that 
tne common interest of all mankind--Bougainville islanders as well as modern in- 
dustrial man--be able to taxe tre next step in social evolution i.e. socialism. 
Or to replace tribal communism with International Communism.

Tue New Semocratic Party neld its annual convention in Winnipeg during the last 
week in Cctober. To many of the delegates it was a momentous affair. To some of 
the onlookers it was hardly that. 


Surprisingly, the word Socialism, formerly snunned in the NDF, bobbed up repeat- 
edly during the sessions and became attached to several packages of non-Social- 
4st i@eas. Sven tn2 “emancipation of women" theme became linked with Socialisa, 
Dorothe-Jaan O'Donnell declarirg, "I'm a leftist; I'm a socialist...continuing 

where tae suffragettes left off." She gained some support and a paternal pat on 
ihe back from tha delegites. 


The upsucge of interest in "Socialism" centered mainly about a numerically strong 
group described as radicals and extremists who brougat to the convention in the 
nema of Socieiism oa mapis-leaf-forever manifesto filted with invective against Aa 
ericm: imperielisn. sénswering criticiscs of the manifesto Melville Watson, its 
main spoksysman, compiati:iad, "7 call a clear statement of socialist principle such 
ac the manitestc anti-éuzrican wae to profoundly miss the point." Laurier LaPier™ 
echoed, *If the country is to survive it must be made independent and socialist." 
Gthers spoke similarly. 


Pot the opponents of the manifssto also spoke in the name of Socialism. David 
wewis aftimiea tis rupport for Socialism ana regarded the manifesto as "intemper- 
ate." Caoarles Tayaer, who had signed the manifesto then chenged his mind, called

{t "411 digested and not well understood Marxism." Sven Tommy Douglas, who pro- 
bably inspired most of the anti-Americanism afflicting the NDF, spoke against the 
manifesto, tasn in common with the rest of its opponenta, gave support to a sub- 
stitute resolution, also anti-American, saying, "Canada would never bacome a den- 
ocratic socialist country and would romain politically suffocated by a US-contro- 
lled corporate elite and would nevsr become a truly independent nation until toe 
NDP gained power." 


To distinguish between the anti-Americans and tne anti-anti-Anericans would be a 
perilous venture, but there was surely a difference beacause the delegates stood 
up and were counted, tne anti-antis winning handily. 


It became the job of Ed (You can't win ‘em all!) Sonreyar, premier of Manitoba, 
to inject some sanity into the proceedings. He had no time to wasts on termin- 
ological hairsplitting, and anti-Americanism brought no capital to Manitoba's in- 
dustries. To him the job ahsad was to get votes. The politicien who didn’t con- 
cern himself with the means of gaining power was not really a politician: "He 
may be 4 theoretician, a thinker or a saint but he isn't a palitician." 


The Winnipeg Free Fress of October 29 reported: 

"Mr, Schreyer said if someone at tne convention asked how a particular approach 
to a problem or a phrase would ec down with ths electorate, he belisved that per- 
son was asking ons of the most relevant questions in the field of plitical dem- 
ocracy."

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So it was just good political judgment that brought Mr. Sohreyer into the NDP. ' 
He could as readily havs been a Liberal or a Conservative and may yet become one | 
if the changing political winds so reoommend. This in effect is what he told the 

delegates. He was not kicked out of the party. He received a "rousing standing ; 


ovation." 
Taese were the main features of the convention. Other matters were dealt with. : 
An XDP government will look after Quebec and it was agreed to "invite Mmebeo soc- { 
lalists to join the NDP to build a new Canada - a Canada tnat would guarantee Fr- a 


ench language and cultural rights." 


Indians, Women, farmers, workers and Canadians will also be looked after and na- 
tionalization is to gradually elbow ths Yankees away from the trough. ; 


And somehow it will all add up to Socialism! ,
